Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1937. 


The  report  has  been  drawn  up,  as  in  the  past,  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Minister  of  Health. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  Midwives  Act,  1936,  was 
introduced.  This  Act  made  it  obligatory  for  the  Local  Authority 
to  establish  a  Municipal  Midwifery  Service.  Eight  Midwives  were 
appointed  to  carry  out  the  work  involved,  and  so  far  the  scheme 
has  worked  satisfactorily. 


A  Municipal  Ante-Natal  Clinic,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Officer,  was  eitablished  at  the  Health 
Department  of  the  Corporation,  to  work  in  harmony  with  the  newly 
introduced  Midwifery  Scheme.  The  attendances  at  this  Clinic  have 
been  extremely  satisfactory. 

The  attendances  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic,  and  the  number 
of  visits  paid  by  Health  Visitors  in  connection  with  this  work,  have 
shown  a  tendency  to  increase. 


Further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  under  the  Housing 
Acts,  representations  having  been,  made  in  relation  to  several  Clear¬ 
ance  Areas.  Corresponding  progress  was  made  in  the  building 
programme  of  the  Council,  222  houses  having  been  erected  during 
the  year.  This  brings  the  total  of  houses  erected  under  the  Housing 
Acts  1930-30  to  1,429. 


Overcrowding  has  not  been  dealt  with  per  se,  but  considerable 
alleviation  has  been  effected  by  the  operation  of  the  exchange 
svstem. 
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The  number  of  notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  received 
showed  an  increase  on  that  of  the  previous  year.  This  was  in  a 
large  measure  accounted  for  in  the  increased  incidence  of  both 
Diphtheria  and  Scarlatina.  It  is  hoped  that  a  scheme  for  immun¬ 
isation  of  the  child  population  of  the  Borough  against  Diphtheria 
shall  be  envolved  in  the  near  future. 


In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  express  my  indebtedness  to  all 

the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  efficiency 

and  enthusiasm  with  which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties.

DEATHS. 


.  The  total  number  of  deaths  recorded  in  the  Borough  was 
1,135,  but  323  of  these  were  non-resident.  4G  deaths  of  residents 
also  occurred  outside  the  Borough.  The  nett  deaths  were,  there¬ 
fore  858,  which  is  equal  to  a  death  rate  of  12.83  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  The  rates  for  England  and  Wales,  and  the  Great 
Towns  were  12.4  and  12.5  respectively.

FANTILE  MORTALITY, 

There  were  72  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  which 
gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  66  to  every  1,000  live  births. 

The  infantile  mortality  rates  for  England  and  Wales,  and  for 
the  Great  Towns  were  58  and  62  respectively. 


During  1937  there  were  24  deaths  from  Measles  and 
Respiratory  diseases  among  infants  ;  in  1936  there  were  20,  and

This  sample,  generally  similar  to  those  examined  in  February, 
yet  shows  in  nearly  all  the  figures  a  little  nearer  approach  to  pure 
water.  The  figure  for  total  solids  is  practically  the  mean  of  those 
of  the  two  February  samples,  and  the  total  hardness  is  slightly 
lower  than  in  those  samples — this  time  nearly  all  permanent 
hardness.  The  figures  for  chlorides,  and  for  organic  impurities, 
are  all  slightly  reduced,  and  the  sample  is  in  these  respects  quite 
satisfactory.  The  lead  solvency  of  the  sample  is  satisfactorily 
low,  and  the  sample  is  in  our  opinion  suitable  for  drinking  and 
general  domestic  use. 


SWIMMING  POOLS. 


There  are  two  Open-Air  Salt  Water  Swimming  Pools  situated 
within  the  Borough.  Periodically  samples  of  water  have  been  taken 
and  have  always  attained,  a  satisfactory  standard. 


In  anticipation  of  the  increased  use  of  the  larger  of  the  two 
swimming  pools  referred  to,  situated  on  the  sea  front  at  Tyne¬ 
mouth,  a  Filtration  and  Chlorination  Plant  has  been  installed  and 
shall  be  in  operation  throughout  the  coming  season. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


The  following  sewer  work,  etc.,  has  been  executed  during  the 
year  (information  supplied  by  the  Borough  Surveyor).

Almost  the  whole  of  the  refuse  storage  in  the  Borough  is  by 
means  of  galvanised  ashbins  of  prescribed  standard  pattern. 
There  remains  only  a  few  privy  pails  in  certain  isolated  premises 
m  the  town  area,  and  only  a  small  number  of  dry  and  privy 
ashpits  m  outlying  places,  where  it  has  not  been  practicable  to 
convert  to  water  carriage  system. 

The  number  of  privy  pail  closets  in  the  Borough  is  26,  dry 
pits  29,  privy  pits  TT. 

During  the  year  652  standard  ashbins  were  provided  to 
eliminate  defective  ashbins  and  unsuitable  receptacles,  and  for 
new  houses. 

Dry  house  refuse  is  collected  throughout  the  Borough  (during 
the  day)  weekly,  with  the  exception  of  the  before-mentioned 
isolated  cases. 

The  collection  vehicles  are  of  the  S.D.  Freighter,  Low-Loading 
Tyne,  including  one  10  cubic  yard  foot-operated  dustless  cover 
type  and  one  10  cubic  yard  moving  floor  van  type.  These  are 
supplemented  by  horse  drawn  two- wheeled  vehicles.  All  the 
vehicles  except  one  are  on  pneumatic  tyres.

The  contents  of  privy  pails  and  ashpits  are  collected  by  one 
horse  and  cart  during  the  night,  and  disposed  of  to  farmers. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  control!  ed  tipping,  with  the  exception 
of  a  small  quantity  of  trade  refuse  which  is  incinerated. 

The  total  mileage  of  streets  to  be  cleansed  is  82  :  16  miles 
are  cleansed  once  daily  or  more  frequently,  6  miles  twice  weekly, 
60  miles  once  weekly. 

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  the  “  Orderly  System.” 
All  sweepings  are  collected  by  motor  vehicle  direct  from  the  beats 
and  are  finally  disposed  of  within  a  short  period  from  the  time 
of  sweeping. 

Litter  bins  are  affixed  to  street  standards  in  an  endeavour  to 
encourage  pedestrians  to  refrain  from  depositing  litter. 

There  were  snowfalls  and  severe  frosts  during  December,  1937, 
and  road  gritting  on  account  of  frosts  was  carried  out  by  machine 
spreading  and  by  hand. 

Gullies  are  vacuum  cleaned  regularly  and  re-sealed  by  fresh 
water.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  DIAGNOSTIC  SERVICES. 

Laboratory  facilities  and  the  services  of  the  Medical  Officers 
in  the  Health  Department  are  available  for  the  diagnosis  of 
doubtful  or  unusual  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

During  the  year  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Department  dealt 
with  15  cases  in  this  connection. 


SCHOOL  INTIMATIONS  OF  DISEASE. 

As  in  previous  years  weekly  returns  of  figures  relating  to 
absenteeism  on  account  of  illness  in  the  various  schools  in  the 
Borough  have  been  submitted  by  the  Education  Department  and 
have  again  proved  helpful  in  the  tracing  of  sources  of  infection, 
excluding  contacts,  and  eradicating  infectious  diseases  in  localised 
areas. 

On  the  occurrence  of  any  group  of  infective  cases  a  special 
visit  of  the  medical  staff  of  the  School  Medical  Service  is  made 
with  a  view  to  tracing  the  source  of  infection  and  excluding  the 
latent  or  likely  cases.  The  homes  of  children  excluded  on  account 
of  disease  are  visited  by  the  School  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors 
and  appropriate  advice  is  given  on  the  prevention  of  disease  and 
jts  applications,

At  the  end  of  each  week  the  Death  Returns  from  the 
Registrar  are  carefully  examined,  and  all  deaths  from  Tuberculosis 
noted,  to  ascertain  whether  they  have  been  duly  notified.  In  6 
instances,  however,  it  was  found  that  during  the  year  no  notifica¬ 
tion  had  been  received,  although  the  death  had  been  registered 
as  Tuberculosis.  In  each  instance  the  medical  practitioner  was 
informed. 

Where  sputa  has  been  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  Laboratory,  and  found  to  contain  Tubercle  Bacilli,  steps  are 
taken  to  secure  the  immediate  notification  of  such  cases  from  the 
general  practitioner.

Radiography  of  contacts,  suspected  cases  and  all  notified 
cases  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  subsequent  examinations 
when  necessary  were  made  as  part  of  the  routine  Dispensary 
supervision. 

582  Radiographs  and  399  Screen  examinations  were  made 
during  the  year. 


ULTRA-VIOLET  LIGHT  THERAPY. 

The  total  number  of  patients  treated  at  the  clinic  during  1937 
was  116  made  up  of  25  adults  and  91  children. 

The  Results  of  treatment  were  as  follows  : — 48  were  discharged 
healed  or  quiescent ;  48  improved ;  15  remained  stationary  and 

5  retrogressed. 

Of  the  total  cases  19  ceased  treatment. 


ULTRA-VIOLET  LIGHT  THERAPY 
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TYNEMOUTH  TUBERCULOSIS  CARE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Committee,  which  consists  of  representatives  of  prac¬ 
tically  all  the  voluntary  associations  of  the  Borough  and  from  a 
number  of  business  firms  etc.,  has  now  become  purely  self 
supporting  from  the  administrative  point  of  view,  the  adminis¬ 
trator  being  the  Hon.  Financial  Secreary  (H.  W.  Welch).  The 
Medical  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  act  in  an  advisory  capacity 
and  refer  cases  from  the  Dispensary  to  the  Committee  who  deal 
with  them. 


During  the  year  30  cases  were  assisted,  19  being  granted 
Extra  Nourishment  which  consists  of  certain  specified  quantities 
of  Eggs  and  Milk  to  approved  cases  of  tuberculosis.  The 
remaining  11  cases  were  supplied  with  surgical  appliances,  boots 
and  clothing  etc. 


A  Flag  Day  was  held  during  the  year  and  a  collection 
of  £21  4s.  9d.  was  made.  The  result  of  this  effort  was  greatly 
effected  by  bad  weather  conditions. 


Due  to  the  generosity  of  interested  friends,  we  have!  been  able 
to  provide  a  Billiard  Table  for  the  patients  at  Moor  Park  Hospital. 
This  has  given  much  pleasure  to  the  patients. 


REHOUSING  OF  TUBERCULOUS  FAMILIES. 

Under  a  scheme  inaugurated  by  the  Health  Committee  in 
February,  1933,  11  houses  are  now  allotted  for  the  purposes  of 
rehousing  families  containing  one  or  more  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  of  a  definitely  infective  nature. 


No  alterations  in  tenancies  have  taken  place  during  the  year. 

The  minimum  rent  payable  by  families  rehoused  under  this 
scheme  has  been  fixed  by  the  Committee  at  5/-  per  week. 

The  houses  are  inspected  periodically  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Health  Visitors.

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ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC— THE  CARE  OF  EXPECTANT  MOTHERS. 

(With  special  reference  to  Circular  1,167  and  Memo  156,  M.C.W.) 

On  the  31st  July  1937  the  voluntary  Ante-Natal  Clime  carried 
on  by  genieral  practitioners  at  the  Tynemouth  Victoria  Jubilee 
Infirmary  was  transferred  to  the  Health  Department  as  a  Municipal 
Clinic  under  the  supervision  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Medical  Officer.  The  voluntary  clinic  continued  to  be  carried  on 
by  the  general  practitioners  for  their  private  cases.

Seventy-five  patients  suffered  from  two  or  more  abnormalities. 

Since  the  institution  of  the  Municipal  Ante-Natal  Clinic,  letters 
indicating  serious  major  abnormalities  in  a  patient  have  been  sent 
to  the  patient’s  own  doctor,  and  during  the  period  31st  July  to 
31st  December,  1937,  the  number  of  such  notifications  sent  to 
private  practitioners  was  35. 

The  remainder  of  the  patients  who  were  examined  at  the 
Municipal  Clinic  and  who  were  discovered  to  be  suffering  from 
minor  conditions  were  either  given  advice,  referred  to  their  own 
medical  attendant,  or  a  record  for  medical  help  was  sent  by  the 
midwife  to  the  patients  own  doctor. 
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POST  NATAL  CLINIC. 

During  the  period  31st  July  to  3.1st  December,  1937,  30 
patients  attended  the  Post-Natal  Clinic,  and  many  more  were 
advised  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer  at 
the  Child  Welfare  Clinic.  As  this  service  is  new,  it  is  hoped  that 
in  due  time  more  mothers  will  avail  themselves  of  this  service. 

Once  more  I  have  to  thank  the  honorary  medical  officers  for 
their  valuable  co-operation  in  carrying  out  Ante-Natal  examinations 
to  patients  attending  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  at  Tynemouth  Victoria 
Jubilee  Infirmary. 

HEALTH  VISITING,  INFANT  HYGIENE,  AND  CO-ORDINATION 
OF  WORK  WITH  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICES. 

The  total  number  of  births  notified  during  the  year  was  1,155 
including  43  still-births,  85  outward  transfers  (which  includes  5 
still-births).  Of  the  total  births  60  were  notified  by  medical  men, 
955  by  midwives  and  140  by  parents  and  others.  12  births  were 
found  not  to  have  been  notified,  but  these  were  duly  intimated 
after  the  requirements  of  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  were 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  persons  concerned. 

The  number  of  first  visits  by  the  Health  Visitors  was  981  and 
of  these  82  births  occurred  in  houses  of  one  apartment,  249  in 
houses  of  two  apartments,  309  in  houses  of  three  apartments,  213 
in  housies  of  four  apartments  and  128  in  houses  of  five  apartments 
and  over. 

7,594  re-visits  were  made  to  infants  under  one  year  and  9,182 
to  children  from  one  to  five  years  of  age,  making  a  total  of  16,776 
re-visits.  The  total  number  of  first  visits  and  re-visits  was  17,775, 
made  up  of  981  first  visits  and  16,776  re-visits.

The  average  duration  of  residence  was  14.56 
days.  Medical  Aid  was  requisitioned  in  35  instances  (33  for 
mothers  and  2  for  babies). 

There  was  one  infantile  death  during  the  year,  certified  as 
Marasmus.

Tynemouth  a  small  reduction  in  the  number  of  births  results  in  a 
large  variation  in  the  Maternal  Mortality  rate.

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REPORT  ON  CLINICAL  WORK. 


Dr.  M.  E.  Minihan. 


The  Child  Welfare  Clinics  have  continued  as  usual  during  the 
year  1937,  three  clinics  a  week  being  held  for  weighing  the  children. 
Consultations  about  health  and  feeding  of  the  children  and  general 
advice  and  instruction  is  given  to  mothers. 


There  were  988  children  under  one  year  who  made  5,241 
attendanoes,  961  over  one  year,  who  made  2,566  attendances, 
totalling  1,949  children  making  7,807  attendances.  The  average 
weekly  attendance  was  150  children.  There  were  446  children  who 
attained  the  age  of  one  year  and  w-ere  transferred  to  the  over 
one  year  section. 


Apart  from  debility  following  the  infectious  fevers  in  the 
pre-school  child  the  2nd  year  of  life  still  furnishes  the  majority 
of  cases  of  ill-health.  Where  children  have  had  weaning  foods 
gradually  introduced  from  the  6th  month  and  the  milk  supply 
maintained,  little  difficulty  is  encountered.  On  the  other  hand 
most  children  have  their  milk  ration  cut  down  to  a  minimum  after 
the  first  year,  their  diet  consisting  largely  of  starchy  foods. 


Rickets  still  account  for  the  bulk  of  ill-health  among  the 
children,  and  consequently  dental  caries  is  very  common  in  the 
pre-school  child.  The  dental  clinic  at  Tynemouth  Victoria  Jubilee 
Infirmary  has  very  kindly  dealt  with  large  numbers  of  these  cases 
this  year. 


The  Infirmary,  with  the  clinics  of  the  School  Medical  Services 
have  also  dealt  very  effectively  with  ear,  nose  and  throat  cases, 
minor  operations,  and  children  requiring  consultations. 


A  very  difficult  type  of  cases  to  treat  in  home  surroundings 
is  the  child  who  has  acquired  bad  dietary  habits  through  lack  of 
training.  The  Nursery  Schools  have  proved  of  great  benefit  in 
these  cases,  the  improvement  in  the  general  condition  of  these 
children  is  apparent  after  a  short  time  due  to  regular  meals  and 
rest  intervals. 
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In  March  of  last  year  we  lost  the  very  valuable  services  of 
Mrs.  Hill  from  the  Milk  Distributing  Centre.  Fortunately  her 
co-workers  agreed  to  carry  on  the  work  of  milk  distribution,  the 
financial  side  now  being  managed  by  the  Health  Office.  The 
Centre  continues  its  very  necessary  work  in  a  most  efficient  manner. 
Breast  feeding  is  often  rather  a  drain  on  the  mother’s  physical 
resources.  Dried  milk  is  supplied  to  these  people  at  cost  price 
or  under  during  the  nursing  period1  and  is  often  the  deciding  factor 
in  the  continuance  of  breast  feeding. 

The  Invalid  Children’s  Aid  has  very  kindly  continued  its  grant 
towards  virol,  numol,  etc.,  for  necessitous  children. 


Two  ultra  violet  light  clinics  have  been  held  per  week. 
56  cases  making  7T5  attendances.

The  tonic  effect  of  sunlight  on  debilated  children  is  soon 
apparent  by  their  increased  appetite  and  energy  and  gain  in 
weight. 


The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  previously  held  at  Tynemouth  Victoria 
Jubilee  Infirmary  was  transferred  to  the  Health  Department  as  a 
Municipal  Clinic,  on  31st  July,  1937.  Midwives  cases  are  seen 
and  kept  under  observation,  and  any  abnormalities  reported  to 
the  patients  own  Doctor. 


A  Post-Natal  Clinic  has  also  been  established  and  patients 
are  advised  to-  attend  after  delivery.  From  the  opening  of  this 
Municipal  Clinic  until  the  end  of  the  year  30  cases  attended.  As 
in  the  case  of  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  they  are  referred  to  their 
own  Doctors  for  treatment  if  required. 


On  31st  July,  1937,  eight  midwives  were  engaged  by  the  Local 
Authority,  under  the  Midwives’  Act,  1936.  Their  equipment  and 
uniform  was  renewed. 


Dressings  are  prepared  at  the  Municipal  Ante-Natal  Clinic  and 
each  midwife  attends  with  her  own  patients.

The  Overcrowding  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  has 
made  a  considerable  call  upon  the  services  of  the  staff  and  its 
future  administration  will  continue  to  make  a  heavy  demand  on 
the  Inspectors’  time. 

The  routine  inspection  of  the  District  has  been  maintained 
as  far  as  possible  considering  the  frequent  changes  and  smallness 
of  staff.  Slum  Clearance,  deinfestation  and  removal  of  tenants 
has  been  carried  on  according  to  the  programme. 

In  conclusion  may  I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Health  Committee  and  all  colleagues  for  their  support  and  keen 
interest  in  all  work  undertaken  during  a  period  of  great  difficulty.

OTHER  FOODS  INSPECTION.

MILK  SUPPLIES. 


There  were  15  cowkeepers  with  31  cowsheds,  housing  28S 
cows,  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

All  the  dairy  farms  were  inspected  regularly  during  the  year. 
One  cowshed  was  enlarged  and  improved. 

Mr.  T.  Harper,  Veterinary  Inspector,  examined  all  the  animals 
in  the  herds  twice  during  the  year.  In  addition  to  the  half  yearly 
inspection  all  animals  in  the  herds  of  the  farmers  licensed  to 
produce  “  Accredited  ”  Milk  were  examined  quarterly.  As  a 
result  of  these  inspections  one  animal  was  removed  from  the  herds 
and  slaughtered. 

During  the  year  21  animals  were  slaughtered  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order,  1925.  This  includes  the  animals  referred  to 
in  the  above  paragraph  and  those  referred  to  under  Milk  sampling. 

There  have  been  frequent  inspections  of  all  premises  registered 
for  the  sale  and  storage  of  milk  and  infringements  of  the  Milk 
and  Daires  Order,  1926 — 36  were  dealt  with  satisfactorily. 

Consignments  of  milk  coming  into  the  Borough  by  road  and  rail 
received  attention  also  the  condition  of  the  empty  churns  returned. 

Approximately  one-sixth  of  the  milk  sold  is  produced  within 
the  Borough.

One  observation  was  made  during  the  year  and  in  this  instance 
black  smoke  was  emitted  in  excessive  quantities.  The  premises 
were  visited  and  the  cause  of  the  smoke  investigated,  and  it  was 
found  that  the  plant  was  in  order  and  that  the  nuisance  resulted 
from  careless  stoking.  Verbal  warning  was  given  in  this  case 
with  satisfactory  results. 

SEAMENS1  AND  COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  5  Seamen’s  and  3  Common 
Lodging  Houses  on  the  Register.  Total  number  of  beds  contained 
therein,  213.  During  the  year  1  Seamen’s  Lodging  House  was 
voluntarily  closed  and  1  new  Seamen’s  Lodging  House  was 
licensed. 

In  addition  to  the  Common  Lodging  Houses  already  mentioned 
there  are  facilities  for  sleeping  accommodation  and  recreation  at 
the  Tyne  Sailors’  Home  where  there  are  72  beds  provided. 

Twenty-seven  visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year 
and  no  cause  for  complaint  was  found  at  the  time  of  inspection. 
The  Chief  Constable  hafe  also  had  inspections  made  and  has  found 
everything  satisfactory. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  premises  at  which  Offensive  Trades  are  carried  on  have 
been  frequently  visited  and  inspected,  and  the  Regulations  have 
always  been  complied  with.

The  Inspector  of  Public  Buildings  has  regularly  visited  all 
places  of  amusement  and  no  complaint  of  defects  or  irregularities 
have  been  made  in  connection  with  the  Ventilation,  Sanitation  or 
Cleanliness  of  any  of  these  buildings. 

INSPECTION  AND  TESTING  OF  DRAINS. 

Questions  relating  to  the  remodelling  of  old  systems  and  the 
installing  of  new  systems  have  been  discussed  with  owners  and 
builders  with  advantage  to  all  persons  interested,  as  both 
efficiency  and  economy  has  been  secured.  When  old  systems  are 
tested,  smoke  is  used,  unless  the  dram  is  uncovered,  when  the 
drains,  both  old  and  new,  are  tested  with  water.  The  drains  and 
sanitary  conveniences  of  new  buildings  are  dealt  with  by  the 
Borough  Surveyor’s  staff.

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The  Table  of  figures  relating  to  the  above  Act,  presented 
herewith,  has  been  compiled  from  the  records  of  actual  inspection 
of  overcrowded  properties  situate  in  the  Borough  during  the  year, 
on  the  standard  of  Ministry  of  Health  Form  “B”  as  laid  down 
under  the  above  Act. 

The  percentage  of  overcrowded  families  in  the  Borough  for 
the  >tear  is  10.5%  as  compared  with  the  estimate  on  Ministry 
standard  (Form  “A”)  for  last  year  of  12.96%  (see  Annual  Report, 
1936,  p.  58. 

Whilst  there  have  been  no  houses  specifically  built  for 
Overcrowded  families,  the  Borough  Treasurer  has  utilised  surplus 
houses  on  existing  Corporation  Estates  for  the  alleviation  of 
overcrowded  tenants  residing  in  Corporation  and  Privately  Owned 
Properties,  and  during  the  year,  59  families  have  been  suitably 
accommodated. 

Regard  should  be  taken  of  the  alleviation  of  overcrowding  in 
properties  scheduled  in  Slum  Clearance  Areas.  During  the  year 
322  overcrowded  families  have  been  removed  from  Slum  Areas 
and  given  ample  accommodation  in  new  houses  erected  under  the 
Housing  Acts. 

The  total  overcrowded  families  relieved  during  the  year 
was  381. 

The  relative  proportion  of  overcrowding  obtaining  in  the  three
